Our representation began immediately 
after the incident on April 8, 201 0, and ended after media inquiries subsided. For this short-term representation, we were 
paid a fee of $10,000.

As part of our representation, we crafted a press release from Qatar's Ambassador to the U.S., developed talking points for 
use in press interviews, and worked with our media contacts in order to assist the State of Qatar with its press relations in 
response to the incident.
